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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 and 15 are allowable because the prior art of record does 
not disclose or reasonably suggest audio encoding/decoding that uses escape codes to 
switch between a higher dimension vector Huffman encoding/decoding mode and a 
lower dimension vector Huffman encoding/decoding mode when the vector of values is 
not assigned to a Huffman code in a higher dimension vector Huffman code table, and 
switching to run-level encoding/decoding mode at a switch point to encode/decode a 
second portion of an audio data sequence in a run-level encoding/decoding mode. 
Generally, Huffman encoding/decoding and run-level encoding/decoding are known 
methods of encoding/decoding of audio sequences. Moreover, it is known to employ 
Huffman encoding/decoding with different vector dimensions from codebooks or code 
tables. However, an overall combination of using escape codes to indicate changes 
between plural Huffman code tables from a higher vector dimension Huffman code table 
to a lower vector dimension Huffman code table, and switching to a run-level 
encoding/decoding mode for a portion of an audio data sequence at a switch point is not 
reasonably disclosed or suggested by the prior art of record. Applicants' Specification, 
Page 23, Lines 8 to 10 suggests that run-level encoding may be more effective for 
coding of levels where an input sequence contains many occurrences of a single value 
{e.g., 0), and Page 26, Line 24 to Page 27, Line 10, suggests an advantage of obtaining 
better bitrates and reducing codebook size. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
